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Most  of  us  have  never  seen  the  bells  in  the  Tower  of  Gasson  Hall. 
There  are  four.  Each  one  is  named  after  a  famous  Jesuit;  each  one  in 
classical  Latin  recalls  the  donor.   Here  are  the  inscriptions,  translated: 

/  am  Johannes  Berchmans,  who  sought  divine  wisdom  in  studies. 
Beloved  feUow-students,  let  flourish  here  a  sincere  faith,  wholesome 
integrity,  civil  virtues;  liberal  arts,  natural  sciences,  supreme  eloquence, 
and  singular  innocence  of  life.  I  am  a  gift  of  the  friends  of  the  Pres- 
ident of  Boston  College. 

1  am  Francis  Xavier.  Let  my  voice  recall  to  the  ears  of  the 
faithful  and  infidel  that  human  things  are  fleet  and  passing,  whereas 
things  divine  are  firm  and  everlasting,  and  to  be  sought  with  the  whole 
heart.   I  am  a  gift  of  the  League  of  the  Sacred  Heart. 

I  am  Aloysius  Gonzaga,  who  abdicated  an  earthly  realm  to  gain 
a  heavenly  one.  Young  men!  seek  first  the  kingdom  of  God  and  His 
justice,  and  all  things  else  shall  be  added  unto  you.  The  faithful  of 
Dorchester  had  me  made. 

I  am  Ignatius  Loyola.  I  arouse  all  the  faithful,  through  the  years, 
to  seek  the  greater  glory  of  God.  The  League  of  the  Sacred  Heart  had 
me  made. 
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Appropriate  for  the 
Marian  Year  Is  this 
shrine  of  our  Lady 
on  the  Library  lawn. 
Gift  of  the  Connecti- 
cut Club,  It's  handy 
for  passing  students 
to  stop  by  and  mur- 
mur a  quick  "Ave". 


When  the  ground  was  broken  for  the 
New  St.  Thomas  More  Law  School 
Building  (architect's  drawing  was  in  last 
Alumni  News),  Father  Maxwell  was 
there.  He  was  a  good  sport,  too,  about 
being  sat  in  the  cab  of  a  huge  shovel, 
capped  with  an  engineer's  cap  and  pho- 
tographed in  the  act  of  running  the  me- 
chanical monster.

THE  MARIAN  YEAR 


Rev.  Terence  L.  Connolly,  S.J. 


In  this  centenary  year  commem- 
orating the  Immaculate  Conception 
as  a  declared  dogma  of  Catholic  be- 
lief, our  Holy  Father's  first  words, 
Fulgens  corona,  in  the  encyclical  an- 
nouncing the  Marian  Year,  are  as  a 
shaft  of  light  to  dispel  the  darkness 
of  nations  united  for  world  peace,  yet 
who  dare  not,  officially,  ask  divine 
guidance  from  the  Prince  of  Peace  or 
the  intercession  of  His  Immaculate 
Mother,  Queen  of  Peace.  This  is  but 
a  contemporary  manifestation  of  a 
mystery  that  dates  from'  the  founda- 
tion of  Christianity  —  the  light  shone 
in  darkness  "and  the  darkness  did 
not  comprehend  it." 

Alumni,  students  and  faculty  of 
Boston  College,  who  comprehend  the 
light  by  virtue  of  their  gratuitious  gift 
of  Faith,  will  not,  during  this  Marian 
Year,  turn  to  their  Immaculate 
Mother  as  unenlightened  and  senti- 
mental children,  testing  her  love  by 
her  readiness  to  obtain  material 
favors.  They  know  that  she  has  set 
down  a  stern  condition  for  her  inter- 
cession with  her  Divine  Son:  "What- 
soever He  shall  say  to  you,  do  ye." 
For  those  who  first  complied  with 
that  condition,  water  was  changed  to 
wine  for  the  refreshment  of  their 
bodies.  And  during  the  centuries  that 
have  intervened,  Our  Lady  has  ob- 
tained from  her  Divine  Son  a 
constant  succession  of  similar  mira- 
cles, especially  in  answer  to  prayers 
that  have  gone  up  to  her  from  such 
famous  shrines  as  Lourdes,  which  our 
Holy  Father  mentions  by  name  in  his 
encyclical.  But  there  are  greater 
miracles,  though  hidden,  in  the  lives 
of  every  suppliant  child  of  Mary 
who  strives  to  do  what  her  Divine 
Son  bids  them.  The  body  becomes 
the  temple  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and 
human  deeds  become  divine  in  answer 
to  that  sublime  prayer  of  the  priest 
at  Mass,  as  he  blesses  the  water  that 
is  to  be  mingled  with  the  wine  that  is 
to  become  the  Precious  Blood:  "O 
God,  grant  that  by  the  mystery  of  this 
water  and  wine  we  may  be  made 
partakers  of  his  Godhead,  who  vouch- 
safed to  become  partaker  of  our  hu- 
manity, Jesus  Christ,  Thy  Son,  Our 
Lord." 


At  Boston  College,  as  during  her 
life  on  earth  and  now  in  Heaven, 
Mary,  is  never  far  from  her  Divine 
Son.  The  chapel  where  He  reigns  as 
Glorious  Victim  of  the  Eucharist  is 
"Saint  Mary's  Chapel"  and  her  name 
is  sculptured  in  letters  of  gold  upon 
its  altar.  We  view  the  matchless 
beauty  of  this  sacred  place  in  soft 
light  that  filters  through  windows  of 
stained  glass  that  picture  Our  Lady 
of  the  Annunciation,  of  the  Nativity, 
as  Mother  of  Sorrows  beneath  the 
cross,  at  Nazareth,  and  in  her 
Glorious  Assumption  into  Heaven. 
Above  the  entrance  to  Saint  Mary's 
Hall  stands  a  graceful  statue  of  Our 
Lady  and  on  the  ceiling  of  the  porch 
a  lovely  Madonna  and  Child  look 
down,  unnoted,  upon  all  who  enter  or 
leave.  And  recently  the  campus  has 
been  enriched  by  a  shrine  of  Our 
Lady  of  Grace  where  all  who  pass 
may  kneel  and  pray. 

Above  the  main  porch  of  the 
Library  is  Our  Lady,  Sedes  Sapien- 
tiae,  with  the  four  major  prophets 
who  foretold  her  destiny  and  the  four 
evangelists  who  recorded  its  fulfil- 
ment in  the  Holy  Bible  which  she 
holds  in  her  hands.  Among  the 
library's  most  prized  treasures  are 
unique  collections  of  the  works  and 
manuscripts  of  two  great  poets  who 
found  in  Mary  the  inspiration  of  their 
poetry  and  of  their  lives  —  Coventry 
Patmore  and  Francis  Thompson.  It 
is  not  by  chance  that  their  dis- 
tinguished portraits,  in  the  Thomp- 
son Room,  look  towards  the  Madon- 
na and  Child  —  Thompson,  who  from 
the  streets  of  London  during  his  out- 
cast days,  wrote  "The  Passion  of 
Mary,"  with  the  agonized  prayer  of 
its  Envoy  that  Mary  was  to  answer 
beyond  the  hope,  even,  of  one  who 
believed  in  her  and  loved  her  as 
Thompson  did. 

0  thou  who  dwellest  in  the  day! 

Behold,  I  pace  amidst  the  gloom; 
Darkness  is  ever  round  my  way 

With  little  space  for  sunbeam-room. 

Yet  Christian  sadness  is  divine 
Even  as  thy  patient  sadness  was: 

The  salt  tears  in  our  life's  dark  wine 
Fell  in  it  from  the  saving  cross. 


Bitter  the  bread  of  our  repast; 

Yet  doth  a  sweet  the  bitter  leaven: 
Our  sorrow  is  the  shadow  cast 

Around  it  by  the  light  of  Heaven. 

0  light  in  Light,  shine  down  from 
Heaven! 

Patmore  in  one  of  his  greatest 
essays,  "Dieu  et  Ma  Dame,"  the 
manuscript  of  which  we  possess, 
writes:  "The  Blessed  Virgin,  'the 
holiest  and  humblest  of  creatures,' 
crowned  with  the  glory  and  honor  of 
bearing  God  in  her  womb,  is  the  one 
woman  in  whom  womanhood  has 
been  perfected  and  in  whom  the 
whole  of  womanhood  has  been  glori- 
fied." And  as  poet  laureate  supreme 
of  Our  Lady,  in  "The  Child's  Pur- 
chase" that  greatest  of  modern  poems 
in  English  written  in  her  honor,  he 
pours  forth  his  soul  in  a  succession 
of  ecstatic  passages  such  as  this: 

My  Lady,  yea,  the  Lady  of  my  Lord, 

Who  didst  the  first  descry 

The  burning  secret  of  virginity, 

We  know  with  what  reward! 

Prism  whereby 

Alone  we  see 

Heav'n's  light  in  its  trjplicity; 

Rainbow  complex 

In  bright  distinction  of  all  beams  of 

sex, 
Shining  for  aye 
In  the  simultaneous  sky 
To  One,  thy  Husband,  Father,  Son, 

and  Brother, 
Spouse     blissful,     Daughter,     Sister, 

milk-sweet   Mother; 
Ora  pro  me! 

During  this  Marian  Year  of  Grace, 
may  these  tributes  to  Mary  Immacu- 
late in  stone,  in  portraiture  and  in 
letters  pass  from  the  realm  of  the 
external  into  minds  that  believe  in 
her  and  into  hearts  that  love  her,  so 
that  we  may  see  in  the  lives  of  our 
Alumni,  students  and  faculty  a  ful- 
filment of  the  expressed  hope  of  our 
Holy  Father  —  the  attainment  of 
that  "innocence  and  integrity  of  life 
which  flees  from  and  abhors  the 
slightest  stain  of  sin."

John    W.  Kapples,    '14 


John  Kapples  has  a  surprising  run 
of  B.  C.  firsts  to  his  credit.  He  was 
in  the  first  class  to  move  from  James 
Street  to  the  new  location  in  Chest- 
nut Hill,  and  was  a  member  of  the 
first  Heights  graduating  class.  He 
was  among  the  first  students  from 
B.  C.  to  enroll  at  the  then  new  Har- 
vard Business  School.  He  is  the  first 
B.  C.  man — and  probably  the  only 
one — to  own  a  chain  of  department 
stores.  And  he  is  certainly  unique  in 
this:  no  other  B.  C.  man,  to  our 
knowledge,  owns  a  herd  of  blooded 
Guernseys! 

Merchant  John  Kapples  —  he's 
founder  and  president  of  Lincoln 
Stores — was  all  B.  C.  B.  C.  High 
was  where  he  learned  his  first  Latin 
and  Greek;  it  was  natural  to  stay  on 
and  continue  his  college  work  in  the 
same  building.  Later,  at  the  Heights 
he  was  active  in  getting  modern  B.  C. 
Varsity  Football  on  its  way. 

After  Harvard  Business  School — at 
which  he  had  determined  on  a  career 
in  business — the  future  retailer  joined 
Nashua  Mfg.  Co.  for  a  short  time, 
then  served  two  years  in  the  Con- 
struction Corps  of  the  Navy. 

Ex-Lieutenant  j.g.  Kapples  really 
got  rolling  in  the  early  20's.  After  a 
stint  as  assistant  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  W.  T.  Grant  Co.  he  decided  to 
strike  out  on  his  own.  Lincoln  Stores, 
which   was   the   result  of  that   deci- 


sion, has  grown  since  1924  to  a 
chain  of  departments  stores  scattered 
through  New  England,  New  York, 
New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania.  His 
son,  John  Jr.,  graduate  of  George- 
town is  now  active,  also,  in  the  man- 
agement of  the  company. 

Retail  merchandising  is  famous  for 
its  high  tension.  So  a  long  time  ago, 
John  planned  a  get-away  spot  where 
he  could  forget  mark-ups,  sales,  pro- 
motions and  all  the  innumerable  other 
problems  of  a  store-owner.  The 
"Jawoka  Dairy  Farm"  in  Canaan, 
Vermont  is  the  absolute  opposite  of 
his  hectic  Quincy  store  (where  Lin- 
coln Headquarters  are.)  Here,  on  a 
model  dairy  farm — a  going  concern 
and  a  profitable  one,  by  the  way — 
the  busy  merchant  can  escape.  Ja- 
woka's  specialty,  and  one  of  John 
Kapples'  proudest  exhibits,  is  a  herd 
of  pedigreed  Guernsey  cows. 

In  Quincy,  John  has  been  founder 
of  the  Community  Chest,  and  its  first 
President;  chairman  of  the  Quincy 
City  Hospital;  President  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  Nor  has  he 
forgotten  B.  C;  for  many  years  he 
has  been  active  in  every  B.  C.  cause. 
Hence,  it  was  no  surprise  in  19S0, 
when  the  Degrees  List  was  published 
to  see  on  it,  deservedly,  the  name: 
John  W.  Kapples,  LL.D.

BOSTON  COLLEGE  ALUMNI 
LAETARE  SCHOLARSHIP 

PURPOSE: 

To  provide  scholarship  grants  based  upon 

scholarship  and  need. 

ADMINISTRATION : 

The    College    authorities    will    select    the 

recipients. 

COST: 

It  costs  $10,000  for  one  full  scholarship, 
namely,  the  interest  accumulated  will  pay 
the  $500.00  tuition  per  year. 

THEORY; 

Most  individuals,  classes  and  clubs  find 
that  they  are  unable  to  raise  enough  money 
to  provide  a  scholarship  or  part  of  a 
scholarship.  However,  if  we  all  pool  our 
resources  we  as  an  Alumni  Association  in 
time  would  be  able  to  build  up  a  substan- 
tial scholarship  fund. 

METHOD  OF  RAISING  MONEY: 

a)  Annual  Communion  Breakfast  —  Pro- 
ceeds obtained  from  the  Annual  Commun- 
ion Breakfast  on  Laetare  Sunday  should 
be  the  main  annual  source.  All  Clubs 
should  charge  about  $3.00  ($1.50  for 
breakfast;  $.50  for  expenses,  and  $1.00  for 
the  scholarship  fund). 

In  the  notice  sent  out  those  who  are  un- 
able to  attend  the  breakfast  may  partici- 
pate by  sending  in  a  contribution. 

b)  Classes  and  Clubs  may  run  other  affairs 
to  add  money  to  the  Fund. 

c)  Individuals  may  contribute  at  any  time 
to  the  Fund. 

d)  When  a  class,  club  or  individual  has 
contributed  $10,000  they  may  withdraw 
the  $5,000  that  has  been  invested  and  start 
a  partial  alumni  scholarship  of  their  own. 
(The  other  $5,000  will  have  been  spent 
directly  for  scholarships) 

NUMBER  OF  SCHOLARSHIPS: 

For  the  first  year  unless  an  unusual  amount 
of  money  is  received  scholarships  should  be 
confined  to  the  Freshman  Class. 

It  is  recommended  that  approximately  half 
the  money  collected  this  year  be  invested 
and  the  other  half  given  for  scholarships. 
Example*:  If  $5,000  is  collected,  $2,500 
should  be  invested  and  $2,500  should  be 
given  to  Freshmen  scholarship  winners.  As 
many  $200  Freshman  scholarships  should 
be  awarded  as  money  permits. 

The  second  year  half  of  the  money  col- 
lected and  the  interest  accumulated  on  the 
principal  from  the  previous  year  will  be 
distributed  to  the  scholarship  recipients. 

The  president  of  the  Alumni  Association 
will  appoint  a  committee  of  three — one  for 
one  year,  one  for  two  years,  one  for  three 
years.  The  committee  will  have  a  new 
member  each  year.  This  committee  will 
supervise  the  collection,  investment  and 
distribution  of  the  funds  after  their  recom- 
mendations are  approved  by  the  Alumni 
Board.  The  president,  treasurer  and  exec- 
utive secretary  will  be  members,  ex  offi- 
cio. 

It  should  be  specifically  stated  that  the 
scholarship  fund  should  in  no  way  inter- 
fere with  the  Alumni  Fund  which  has  the 
twofold  purpose  of  supporting  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Alumni  Association  and  giving 
a  substantial  unrestricted  gift  to  the  Col- 
lege.

He  will  coordinate  all 
courses  and  activities  for  the  prepar- 
ation of  secondary  school  teachers  in 
the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  the 
School  of  Education  and  the  Grad- 
uate School.  Mr.  McKim  holds  four 
degrees  from  Boston  College — A.B,, 
M.Ed.,  M.A.  and  LL.B.  magna  cum 
laude. 

Law  School  Establishes  25  Scholar- 
ships on  25th  Anniversary 

Twenty-five  full  tuition  scholar- 
ships, valued  at  $1,500  each,  to  be 
known  as  the  Anniversary  Scholar- 
ships, have  been  established  by  the 
Trustees  of  Boston  College  in  ob- 
servance of  the  25th  anniversary  of 
the  founding  of  the  Law  School,  ac- 
cording to  an  announcement  by 
Dean  William  J.  Kenealy,  SJ.  These 
scholarships  are  available  to  out- 
standing graduates  of  any  approved 
college  or  university  in  the  United 
States.

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  the  1953  Alumni  Fund  Drive 
is  our  greatest  success  to  date. 

In  1952  because  of  Alumni  participation  and  generosity 
we  raised  $41,873.32,  an  increase  of  $15,000  over  1951. 

In  1953  through  greater  Alumni  participation  and  greater 
generosity  we  surpassed  our  goal  of  $50,000  and  raised 
$57,191.53. 

In  1952  Boston  College  received  contributions  from  2992 
members;  in  1953  contributions  were  recorded  from  3768 
loyal  Alumni. 

This  increase  of  $15,318.21  in  money  and  an  increase  of  776 
in  contributors  shows  a  greater  participation  by  all  of  the  classes 
from  the  "Old  Guard"  down  to  and  including  the  youngest 
class  —  1953. 

A  few  statistics: 

In  1952  ten  classes  contributed  $1,000  or  more;  in  1953 
twenty-three  classes  contributed  $1,000  or  more. 

In  1953  forty  classes  had  an  increase  in  both  the  number  of 
contributors  and  in  the  amount  contributed. 

A  close  study  of  our  complete  report  will  reveal  what  has 
been  done  in  the  past  two  years  by  our  efficient  Alumni  Council 
and  responsive  Alumni  for  a  worthy  cause. 

Greater  success  in  the  future  will  come  if  more  Alumni 
contribute. 

An  increase  in  the  number  of  those  who  contribute  will  be 
realized  when  the  Alumni  think  seriously  of  their  stake  in  the 
continued  growth  of  Boston  College.   "Thoughtful  Giving"  means 
consciousness  of  the  needs  of  Boston  College  and  of  each  in- 
dividual's financial  ability  to  help  Boston  College. 

As  chairman  for  the  past  two  years,  I  must  express  sincere 
thanks  to  the  Alumni  Secretary  and  his  office  staff.  I  am  deeply 
obligated  to  all  members  of  the  Alumni  Fund  Council,  to  assistant 
chairmen,  supervisors,  class  agents,  regional  agents  and  assistant 
agents,  all  of  whom  have  been  completely  unselfish  with  their 
time  and  energy.

from 

Father  Rector 


My  dear  Alumni: 

With  no  small  satisfaction  I  look  back  upon  the 
splendid  success  of  the  Alumni  Fund  during  the  past  year. 
My  gratitude  to  all  who  have  contributed  to  this  achieve- 
ment is  most  sincere.  The  goal  of  #50,000  which  was 
established  was  surpassed,  and  once  more  the  Boston 
College  Alumni  have  gone  over  the  top. 

The  Alumni  Fund  Council  has  been  functioning  for 
two  years,  and  in  each  one  of  those  years  the  Fund  has 
increased  by  approximately  #15,000.  The  result  is  that  in 
two  years'  time  the  contributions  have  more  than  doubled 
from  $27,000  in  1951,  to  $57,000  plus  in  1953. 

I  realize  only  too  well  the  amount  of  sustained  effort 
which  is  put  into  this  project  year  by  year.  I  appreciate 
and  I  am  most  grateful  for  the  interest  and  loyalty  which 
underlies  the  organization,  the  solicitations  and  the  con- 
tributions. Could  I  but  thank  each  one  individually,  it 
would  be  done  with  genuine  pleasure.  President  Leo 
Donahue,  '29,  and  the  Board  of  Directors,  Bill  Flynn,  '39, 
Chairman  John  Griffin,  '35,  and  his  devoted  staff  of  class 
agents,  the  committee  and  the  members  of  the  Class  of 
1928,  and  last,  but  not  least,  the  3768  contributors  have 
merited  our  sincerest  thanks.  May  God  bless  them  for 
their  dedication  to  their  Alma  Mater. 

I  look  forward  to  the  years  that  lie  ahead  with  an- 
ticipation and  with  concern.  They  will  be  times  of  extra- 
ordinary activity  that  will  put  a  great  strain  on  our 
colleges.  Our  population  has  been  increasing  steadily.  Our 
elementary  schools  are  crowded;  the  high  schools  are  be- 


ginning to  experience  an  increase  in  enrollment.  This  tide 
will  reach  the  colleges  soon  and  against  this  day  we  must 
prepare  by  expanding  our  facilities.  What  this  means  in 
actual  cost  outlay  is  rather  staggering,  and  yet  we  must 
face  it.  We  have  begun  the  construction  of  a  building  for 
our  Law  School  at  a  cost  of  $1,100,000  without  equipment. 
From  the  will  of  Mr.  Thomas  Kenney  we  have  $500,000 
for  this  project.  The  remainder  will  be  borrowed.  The 
School  of  Education  must  move  into  its  own  quarters,  and 
plans  for  this  building  are  being  drawn.  These  are  but  two 
of  the  many  buildings  which  Boston  College  needs  as  it 
prepares  to  meet  a  rather  challenging  future.  A  substantial 
increase  in  our  dormitory  facilities  is  much  to  be  desired 
if  we  are  to  care  for  those  who  wish  to  enroll  as  boarding 
students  at  Boston  College.  We  envision  the  day  when  the 
gymnasium  for  which  our  Alumni  collected  some  $300,000 
will  be  a  reality.  An  increase  in  library  space  is  needed  to 
house  our  constantly  growing  collection  of  books.  And  so 
I  could  go  on  and  on. 

I  want  merely  to  indicate  that  our  needs  are  many. 
As  in  the  past,  like  so  many  of  my  predecessors,  I  place 
these  needs  before  you  as  a  motive  for  continuing,  and, 
where  possible,  increasing  your  donations.  We  are  working 
toward  a  goal  of  $100,000  for  our  Alumni  Fund  with  an 
assurance  that  is  built  upon  your  past  generosities,  your 
interest,  your  devotion  and  your  loyalty. 

May  God  bless  you  and  your  families  in  all  your 
endeavors !
